APPENDIX C 
MINUTE OF DISSENT BY SHRI K . M . SUNDARAM 

I regret my inability to subscribe to the proposals on in 
terin relief made by my colleagues for the following reasons : 

( 1 ) The Central Wage Board for Road Transport Industry 
was appointed 15 months ago and during this period , the 
Board has had extensive tours of the country to botain in 
formation at first hand on the wage situation and the wage 
demands of the workers . The Board has also before it the 
reports , both of a final and interim nature . submitted by 
other Wage Boards in the various organised industries , 

( 2 ) It is also the sad experience of the workers in the road 
transport industry that following the appointment of the 
Board , the employers in both public and private sectors , have 
refused to consider legitimatę wage denjands on the pretext 
that the Wage Board is expected to award the necessary wage 
increases, In fuct , even legitimate D . A . rcvision was denied 
10 large sections of workers on the ground that the Wage 
Bourd was allcgcdly looking into this aspect of the workers 
demands . This was so in the case of the workers in thc 
Andhra Pradesh public sector transport undertaking and in 
protest against the denial of D . A . which was paid to other 
State Government employees, thc workers led both by 
AITUC and INTUC affiliates had recently gone on a pro 
longed seneral strikc. Such a serious situation requires that 
the interim recommendations of the Central Wage Board for 
Road Transport Industry should take into account these ac 
tual realitics and give specific recommendations if the legiti 
matc wage demands are to be met and industrial tension 
avoided . It is unfortunate that the recommendations made 
hy my colleagues do not mcet precisely this need and more 
over workers whose wage demands are pending in large 
Nectors, would get practically no rclief at all . 

( 3 ) From the facts available to the Board , it is clear 
that problenis of wage revision in tht industry cannot be 
resolved , even on an interin basis , by merely fixing a national 


minimum for the relatively less organised sector of the in 
dustry, covercd by statutory niinimum wage fixation . This 
is only one aspect of the problem , although a most important 
uspect. In this case , however, the proposed minimum of 
Rs, 100 per month in the industry reconimended by my other 
colleuglies falls far short of the cxisting industrial wage levels , 
determined by recoinmendations of other Wage Boards . It 
is far less than the wage levels in the railway transport in 
custry with which the road transport industry is said to be 
offering still competition , not to speak of the higher levels 
in the ports and docks following the two interim reliefs re 
commended by the Wayc Board in the sector, Over and 
above the Central Government rates of pay and D . A . I 
amn thereforc of the firm opinion that a national minimum of 
an interim nature should be at lcast Rs . 120 per month 
with a minimum benclit of Rs. 30) per month . 

( 4 ) It is admitted by all that the gap between the existing 
Wages and the need -based wages is widening at an alarming 
pace, primarily dưe to the progressive fall in real wage stand 
ards as a consequence of the current steep rise in prices . It 
is also established on record that only in a few units there 
is any system of automatic adjustment of DA , linked with the 
Consumer price indices . The ad hoc DA , reliefs paid in cçr 
lain units specially in the public sector, have not provided 
(ull neturalisation of the risc in prices . In a wide field , 
in the private sector particularly fixed , consolidated wages 
prevail and there is no linking with the price index . Thus , in 
all these cases, the fall in the real wage standards has been 
most severe and consequently , the need for relief universal , 
Therefore , it cannot be , as is assumed by my other colleagues .
